She was upset that 
POTUS was not scheduled to attend the summit, but instead sent a representative from his administration. She was able to 
enter the event after she received two tickets for a $250 donation.

She entered the event with a ticket given to her by bU • b 7 <~ provided agents with flyer 
which asked members of Act Up to protest POTUS events. 

\.\o \ 'ol^ were initially denied entry to the event because they produced press badges, but were not on the list of 
press allowed into the event. It was unclear if the badges were real or fraudulent. They spoke to event staff and provided 
them with an email (which was addressed to w„o1<*_.which allegedly proved they should be allowed entry. A staff member 
allowed tto.fc>XL and >e«>.c iC access to the event, but as guests, not press. 

He admitted he aid not nave a ticKet to me eveni, dui aner persistent requests to staff, he was allowed inside. He claimed he 
previously visited POTUS Obama events in NYC metro area and had traveled the world for his AIDS activism. He provided 
agents with a press release which detailed this protest and provided further explanation of the group's ideas. 

. . _ She stated she was the founder of the group "Queerocracy" which supported AIDS treatment. 

Criminal charges were not pursued and all subjects departed the area without further incident. 

No protectee movements were affected.
